REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


The  refuse  collection  service  is  provided  by  contract 
labour  and  provides  for  a  weekly  collection  in  Thorney  village 
and  a  monthly  collection  in  the  rural  area.  Disposal  is 
carried  out  on  the  controlled  tip  in  Peterborough  by  arrangement 
with  the  City  Council.  Four  complaints  were  received  during 
the  year  and  taken  up  with  the  contractor.  The  present  type 
of  vehicles  used  by  the  contractor  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS,  1928,  &c. 

Thirty-seven  current  annual  licences  are  in  force  in 
respect  of  the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum  mixtures  at  37  premises, 
an  increase  of  2  since  last  year.  Twenty-eight  inspections 
were  carried  out  during  the  year.
